'twas taken into the Body. And mcthinks3 the conveyance of 
the Milk into thebieaft haih much affinity with this of the Urine 
into the Bladder* the fudden prefling whereof into the Papps 
after the Nurtes drinking ordinary Milk could no more b::- explain- 
ed by the ordinary doiSriiie of circulation-^ than this of the urine 
into the Bladder^ till thertiorter cut was hit upon by the D//J?//^ 
thracicit, though ordinarily it may beftrayn'din fiom the Ar- 
teries, as the Sermi alfo in the Kidneys* onely in a Milk-floud 
Nature finds fome other Channel there ^ as here in a Water- 

floud. 

Laftly.^ Sometimes things are fhed forth at the Niples , al- 
moft as much furprizing as this, we have fpol^en of^at the Neck 
of the Bladder. But I am perhaps too prolix in my reflexions, 
of which I defireyou to believe I have as mean thoughts, as the 
Candidft of Readeis flialh lam, c>^^.

IN this curious aad learned Volume the IIlufliioDs Author 
hath with great induftry endeavoured to explain the whole Na- 
ture o( Comets^ their Place^Parallaxes^ Diflances from the Earth, 
Beginning and End, the feveral Appearances of their Heads and 
Trayns, together with their admirable motion 5 And all this by 
means of one conftant and ^iHjpothefts^ by which he judgeth 
thmWthcPha^nomem and ^ejfiom couching O^^^rj-^ hitherto 
known, may be rationally and conveniently explained and demon* 
firated : All illuftrated by 38 Schemes in Folio, engraven by the 
Author himfelf^ as the whole Book hath been Printed at his 
own charges. To which is added both a Particular explication 
of the CometSj which appeared J. 16^2^ 1661^ ^^^4^ ^^6$ 5 
and an Hiftory of all the Comets, recorded by Hiftorians, Phi- 
lofophers and Aftronomers from the i\r^if(;/?f/V4/Dduge unto this 
day, enriched with the Authors Notes and Animadveriions, and 
a general Tabk^ reprefencing, as it were, in one view, the moft 
remarkable particulars obferved in all Comets^ viz. concerning 
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tlie time of their firft apparitionj their duration^ place, motion di- 
recfi: or retrograde, flow or fvvift 5 the bignefs, figure and colour 
of their Heads, and the bignefs, fliape and pofition of their 
Tayles. 

He begins his enumeration and Hiflory of the Comets from 
J. 16') 6, after the Creation of the Wcrldy or from A. ti^i, be- 
fore tht Nat wit f of our Lord 1, where the Reader will meet with 
a great and pleafant variety of the (hapes, colors^ brightnefs, 
magnitudes, &€. of Comets^ together with the various confe- 
quencesj noted by Authors and Men of an Aflrological and Di- 
vinatory Genim, He reckons up about 25c Comets in number 1 
not as if there had not been many more^ but becaufe no more 
have been Regiftred in Ages, either negligent of^ or lefs know- 
ing in fuch matters. He alfo takes notice of more Comets than 
one appearing at once, whereof there are to be found fuch Ex- 
mples, that feveral times have been feen two^ fometimes f/^r^f , 
nd imctfour together 5 which latter he obferves to have hap- 
ned Aa%9. and^. 161 8. He notes fome of the forme of a 
Wheels fome of that of an Horn, others of the tiape of a Sword, 
Dagger, Zable, Javelin , Hallebard, Dragon, Beard , Flaming 
Pillar, Timber-beam, Didi, Shield, Tube, Pyramid i others with 
two or three Tayles •, others. Tray n- lefs 5 others fo refplendcnr, 
as to enlighten the Night confiderably, yea as bright as the Sun, 
obfcuring all other Stars •, fome round, fome ovall, fome fquarc ; 
others having their Train difcontinued and interrupted in one m. 
more places, as if it were abforbed by the Sky, and emerged a- 
gain* others having Tayles like Peacocks-, others fuch^ as ex- 
tended themfelves into the length , fome of 30, fome of 40, 45, 
60^ '-jo^ 1 00 degrees and above. 

He takes notice, that before the Noble l)^:^^ no Comet hath 
been exacfily and fully obferved or defcribed -, and he gives a large 
account notonely of the Comets of the faid T^cho% Obfervatton, 
which r^ppcar'd A. 1 577. 1 590, but alfo of that, which was feea 
yf . 1 6*07, ( accurately defcribed by Longomontanus and Kefler ) 
sod of thofeof 1^18, efpecially that famous one of the fai)ie 
year, which at firft was 71 Semi-diameters of the Earth ^^Mm. 
jrom the Earthy but at laft farther from it than the Sun^ in legard 
4t liad towards the end a kfftr Pdrallax^ than he : bf fides that it 
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had an eKtraordinary Trayn^ fomecimes 45^ ^0, 755yea io4degr. 
long I as alfo that for feme time it flione all nighty and now and 
then feem'd to break out into Lightning. To all which he 
adds the Obfeivarionsof the Comets feen -4. 1^475 iSsz^i66i, 
166^^ idds^of which the laft four were diligently obferv'd and 
aie exadly defcribed by himfelf. 

As for the r^^^rj, whereby the Author renders an Account of 
all the PhsmmmA oi Comets ^ he fuppofeth^that they all move in 
a Streight Lme^ by which fuppofition (fi.il fiiggefted by Kepler) 
and noother, that he can imagine^ heefteems that all the Ap- 
pearances of them^ how infoluble foever elfe they feem^ may ve- 
ry eafily be explicated, efpec^ally fuppomig theSun in the Cen- 
ter of the Univerfe^ and the Annual motion of the Earth-,though 
hefuggefts alfo a way of faving the faid i?if^/7i;fr4r motion even 
without deftroying thefyftemaofp^^?/^;;^/. But yet he would 
not be underftood fo ftri<aiy in afferting that fireight motion.but 
that Comets may more orlefs deviate from that ftrcightnefs^ 
both in appearance, and really •, the /^rw^r arifing from the va- 
rious fight of them, and their various diftance from the Earth 
and theSun, and the Annual motion of the Earth-, the latter^ 
from the matter of their Bodies and ]Sucleus's ( as he calls the 
fubftance of their Bead) notincreafingnor decreafing unifcmly 
m all fides. To which he adds the confideration of a motion 
imprcfs'd, and that of an Inclination of the Cometick Disk to the 
Sun, as two other Caufes, why Comets may now and then, ef- 
pecially about the beginning and end of their nppearance,fome- 
what digrefs from their ftreight courfe. Where he alkdges, 
that he hath much laboured to give an account of Comets by a 
Circular motion, but could not poffibly fatisfie himfelfe in it, 
nor anfwer the Fhc^nomena of moft,thQUgh perhaps that Hypthcfts 
may ferve to falve fome of them. 

But then, to explaine that Trajectory recfilinear motion, he 
fubje<fls the Comet oi A,i6%i. to a very rigid calculmy, to fhew, 
how that line is to be delineated, and how that way is applicable 
to all other Comets. 

Further, to render a €au^^ of this motion, he fuppofeth,thar, 
2s all Celeflial Bodies move about their Axes^ their Atmofphere 
wheeling perpetually round about with them 5 fo the matter ^ 
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which exhaleth from the Sun and the other Planets, notonelyif- 
fues out of them in a ftraighc way but alfo;, whirft thofe Bodies^ 
together with their Acmofphere;, move rounds turnes conft .ncly 
about with them^ till it defert the faid Acmofphere. To which 
he adds^ that the matter of thofe exhalations are of the like 
nature with our Terreftrial Vapors^ in that they are apt to con- 
denfe^and after a while to bediffolved^ and to return again to 
their fii ft principles. Having fuppofed this, he afTumes farther ^ 
that Bodies turn'd round^ the longer they move^ and the greater 
the Circle is, they move in^ the greater impetm and vehemence 
they acquire^ tending alwayes to recede from the Center to the 
Circumference;^ and being feparated and fet at liberty from their 
vertiginous or circular mction^ they continue to be moved ( ns 
long as no ftop intervenes^) but no more in that circularj ,h\xi 
in a (Iraigk line^ viz. in the Tangent of the Circle, 

After this manner he concludeth. That as foon as vapors ex- 
hale or are expelled out of a Celeftial Body, whether it be the 
Sun or other Planets , into txhe Atmofphere incomp.iiling it 
(which chat they doj he endeavours to prove) they ftill acquire 
more and more force to move from the Center or the Planet to 
the Circumference ( by vertue of the fwift circumrotation of 
the Atmofphere;, which together with its Body or Planet is turn^d 
round about;,) till at laft^ being ejecfted out of their CIicIq into 
the freeSky, and more and more fupplyed with the acceflionof 
t'lehke matter, they make up the Bodies of Comets^ and then 
move in a ftraighc line^obverting one fide to the Sun, as Clouds 
do theirs to our Earth. 

Having laid down this, hededuceth thence the explication of 
the P^^^/^^/i^f;^/!, and Queftions, hitherto obfervedand raifed in 
?vnd about Comets, viz. How they increaf:^ in bulk^ and com- 
rrsofily with much quicknefs near the Sunc' Why they are made 
up of feveral Kernels ? Why not all Cometick matter is moved 
towards il.t fame quarter of the Heavens? How it comes to 
pafs, that at one and che fanne time more Comets than one are 
produced, and that they meet one another^ and by their mutu- 
al concourfe change one anothers motion^ or break into pars 
and foccnftitute feveral Stars c' Why all (ometsarc not vifible 
to us < Why there are more Com.ets in one Age^ tlian another < 
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Why they do not alwayes move equal fpaces in equal times •, nor 
alwayes in a Line precijely flreighr, ( tliere being almoft none 
fuch in Natoie but ibmetimes with an Inclmarionof its Diske^ 
fo as to make a Parahla^ yet never the Segment of a Circle'^ 
How they obferve two motions^an External, and Internal or Na- 
tural ? How one of the flat fides of the CometickDiske refpe<5i* 
€th the Sun, as the Magnet ick Needle does the North- Pole ? 



in all Connets? Why one Conciet moves much fwifter than 
another r* Why the motion o£ one and the fame Comet increa- 
feth and decreafeth ? How a new Comet iffues out of its A tmo- 
fphere^ That the denfeft Comets move fwiftefl. That> though 
the motion of Comets be unequal, yet 'tis not irregular. Whe- 
therComets alwayes are m.oft vigorous in the middle of their wayf 
When Comets defcribe a Semi-fardola only < Why Comets 
are almoft never perceiv'd by Us;, when they firft emerge out of 
their Atmofp here? That the motion of Comets hath a con- 
formity with that of Ships. That the Sun does the fame in the 
deviation of Comets, what a Pilot or Ship-mafter doth by the 
meanes of Cables in the direction of Sayling, That Comets^ 
like ShipSjdefcribe fometimes an entire/ometimes a Semi-fara- 
Ma. That it appears by the inflexion of the Trajecflory line^whe- 
ther the way of the Comet be circular or Ellipkk or Parahli- 
cah Why this motion is rather ParahoUcah than Hjperhlicali 
That the greateft deviation of Comets from the line of direcSi- 
on is fcarce of two degrees > though 'tis not altogether improba-
